Magna Entertainment Corp. (MEC), 
one of the largest operators of premier 
horse racetracks in the United States, 
recently announced that its wholly- 
owned subsidiary, Michigan Racing, Inc., 
is pursuing plans to construct a track in 
the City of Romulus. The company has 
already filed a licensing application with 
the Michigan Racing Commissioner's 
Office. Issuance of alicense is subjectto 
review and approval by the Michigan

Sue Floyd, Manager of Corporate 
Communications for MEC, said that the 
proposed new racetrack — to be located 
at the northeast corner of Wick and 
Vining Roads, just north of I-94 — would 
occupy approximately 212 acres and 
cost about $200 million to construct. The 
track would be a dual-purpose facility 
that could host both thoroughbred and 
standardbred racing. A total of three 
racecourses — to be located along the 


facility's north end on Smith Road — 
would be arranged in concentric ovals: 
the outermost, a 1'/s-mile dirt track; the 
center, a 1-mile turf course; and the 
innermost, a ‘/s-mile harness track. The 
clubhouse would be situated to the east 
of the track, while parking to the south 
would be accessible from both Wick and 
Vining roads. }

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Blueprinting the Future: City 
To Update Its Master Plan 


With the full approval of the City 
Council, the face of Romulus is about to 
receive a professional make-over. 

For the first time in 12 years, the City 
will revisit and update its "master plan,” 
a document that maps out existing con- 
ditions of land use, transportation, hous- 
ing, and natural features, then charts 
out a unifying future for these condi- 
tions. Ultimately, the master plan im- 
pacts the look, movement, and growth 
of a city. 

"Creating a master plan is really an 
interactive process," said Cynthia Lyon, 
Romulus City Planner. "It's a collabora- 
tion between our citizens, the Romulus 
Planning Commission, elected officials, 
and the master plan contractor we've 
chosen.” 

According to Lyon, the company of 
Langworthy Strader LeBlanc & Associ- 
ates (LSL) was chosen to assist Romu- 
lus in updating the City's master plan 
following a lengthy and detailed inter- 
view and selection process. LSL has 
produced nearly 100 master plans for 
communities throughout Michigan, in- 
cluding Grand Rapids, Port Huron, 
Harper Woods, Lansing, and Ypsilanti. 

Romulus's master plan will look ata 
number of factors and conditions, in- 
cluding five major existing or planned 
developments in the City of Romulus. 
These existing or planned developments 
include the downtown area, Metro World 
Centre, a segment of Merriman Road, 
Eureka Road at.l-275, and, of course, 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport. 

"We wantto manage the growth and 
development of the city in a manner 
that's consistent with its character," said 
Mayor Alan R. Lambert. "Public work- 
shops and Planning Commission meet- 
ings that are open to the public will help 
us better determine the character of the 
city and incorporate it into the look and 
feel of the city." 

Before a draft of the updated master 
plan document is created, the public is

invited to review recommendations and 
provide comment throughout the updat- 
ing process at public hearings. 

"It's important that our citizens un- 
derstand and take advantage of their 
important role in the developmental pro- 
cess of this plan," said Lambert. “Their 
ideas will influence the future of our city.” 

Meetings and.updates on the 
progress of the City's new master plan 
will be posted on the Romulus cable 
access TV channel and the City's new 
Website (www.romulusgov.com) once'lt 
“goes live" later this month. Updates on 


_ the status of the master plan process 


will be available from the Planning De- 
partment. Information is also free to the 
public through the Economic Develop- 
ment's table, which will be located next 
to the hospitality table at this years 
Pumpkin Festival (September 20-22). 

Lyon said that the process of creat- 
ingamaster plan takes about 12 months 
to complete.

remarked, "We have always viewed 
Michigan as an important market for 
horseracing and the Detroit metroplex 
as the ideal location for the development 
of a modern racetrack facility. Michigan 
horse owners and breeders of all types 
have expressed a keen interest in work- 
ing with MEC in the development of a 
new racetrack facility in this area. The 
population base in the area is also 
strongly supportive of various sporting 
and gaming initiatives. 

"We are hopeful that our application 
will be viewed favorably and look for- 
ward to working with the City of Romu- 
lus, the Office of the Racing Commis- 
sioner and the Michigan horse industry 
in order to successfully complete this 
project.” 

When an article about the proposed 
track appeared in the August 30 edition 
of the Detroit News, itwas abig surprise 
to nearly everyone in Romulus — includ- 
ing most of the City's elected officials. A 
firestorm of phone calls to City Hall 
prompted Mayor Alan R. Lambert to 
address the issue at the September 3 
meeting of the City Council. 

"We had a meeting on Thursday 
[August 29] with these people from the 
race track," saidLambert."This meeting 
was Called by our city planner, actually 
... not [Romulus City Planner] Cindy 
[Lyon], but a firm [McKenna Associates, 
Inc.] that does planning for us. So, when 
they ... set up the meeting, we're think- 
ing it's about planning issues. 

"Well," he continued, "they get here 
Thursday andthey lay allthis stuffon the 
table, and they say, ‘We're gonna build 
this big race track here for $200 million. 
And, in fact, when we get through here, 
were going down to Lansing to pull our 
gaming license’ and all this other stuff. 

"And | said, 'Well, gentlemen, | think 


that's kind of quick, isn't it? | mean, you . 


really haven't asked our opinion, asked 
the Council's opinion, asked anybody's 
opinion.’ ... Obviously, these people just 
thoughtthey were gonnacome andpush 
their way in here." 

Lambertcontinued by giving his own 
opinion about the project. 

‘I'll be honest with you right now; I'll 
be the first to be very open about it. I'm 
opposed to this project. | don't think it's 
good for the community of Romulus. 

"That Metro World [Center] that ev- 
erybody ...has been waiting so long [for] 
to get some great development over 
there — our retail, our restaurants, our 
shopping — they don't want to come next 
to a horse track. Not in my mind. | don't 
believe that. | think it's gonna hurt our 
Metro World Center. So, I'm opposed to 
the project. 

"Obviously, ultimately it's going to 
be up to the Planning Commission to 
Start and then the City Council mem- 
bers, butl'm making it clear from the get: 
l'm opposed to the project," Lambert 


concluded. 

Council Chairman Randy Gear — 
who nad given the Detroit News an off- 
the-cuff quote when surprised by their 
call ("| haven'theard anything about it. It 
sounds nice. We had that area set aside 
for office space, but we have a lot of 
Space over there. If it could generate 
some revenue [for the City], | wouldn't 
have a problem with it.") — told Mayor 
Lambert, "In the article, | said that ... it 
sounds nice, but it's okay if it's in another 
area." 

Among other City officials who have 
commented about the proposed facility 
is Councilman Michael Prybyla. 

"First of all, | don'tlike the way we all 
found out about it,” Prybyla told The 
Romulus News. "| do have bad feelings 
about it now. I'm not sure that a sports 
facility of that kind is warranted in this 
community. 

"| just can't figure out why we're 
attracting these kinds of projects in- 
stead of the ones we really want, like 
shopping malls and other nice facilities," 
he added. 

Prybyla said he plans to do a lot of 
research in the upcoming weeks. He'll 
be checking out other communities with 
racetracks to see what kind of impact 
the facilities have had on their hostcom- 
munities, and what types of growth and 
development have occurred in their 
vicinity. 

Prybyla has also been trying to 
gauge local citizens’ reaction to news of 
the project. So far, he said, "'Not too ex- 
cited' seems to be the general opinion." 

Residents’ calls to The Romulus 
News have been a mixed bag — every- 
thing from “If it comes, | go!" to "How 
exciting!" 

One woman, wholives in the subdi- 
vision southwest of. the proposed site, 
said; "| definitely don't want it here. | 
can't imagine that the noise and smell 
from a racetrack would be very pleas- 
ant. Besides, we've been hoping for 
shopping and restaurants to go in back 
there. Who knows if quality businesses 
would develop next door to a gambling 
facility?" 

Yet a gentleman wholives just down 
the street from her said, "I think it's a 
great idea! Our city is growing, and we 
could use the extra tax dollars for ex- 
panding services, especially the full- 
time fire department that so many of us 
want. 

“Time after time, we hear about 
some project that's supposed to go up at 
Metro World, but nothing ever comes of 
it," he continued. "We've been waiting 
for years while one company after an- 
other has passed us by. | say we should 
welcome the racing people with open 
arms. Surely other restaurants and 
Stores will want a part of the action once 
there's a ready-made crowd. It could be 
a great draw for other entertainment, too 
—something we sorely lack right now."

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Planning for Annual Pumpkin 
Festival Shifts into High Gear 


Planning for the sixth annual Romu- 
lus Pumpkin Festival is well underway — 
and, according to members of the Pump- 
kin Festival Planning Committee, it will 
be the biggest and best yet. 

"We're still actively recruiting volun- 
teers and vendors for the festival,” said 
Maria Lambert, Director of the Romulus 
Downtown Development Authority and 
Pumpkin Fest Committee volunteer. 
"Considering that we expect double the 
attendance of last year, building our 
volunteer base and expanding our list of 
vendors is essential to the success of 
the festival." 

The three-day event will be held 
Friday, September 20, through Sunday, 
September 22. (Be sure to check our 
September 20 issue for a full schedule 
of events.) 

Among the biggest attractions at 
the Pumpkin Festival will be a wide 
selection of live musical entertainment, 
including country-western, rhythm & 
blues, and rock. The internationally re- 
nowned recording group Straight Ahead 
will also make a highly anticipated ap- 
pearance. The unique all-female jazz 
group is scheduled to perform on Satur- 
day-at 1 p.m. 

The festival also will offer a variety 
of vendor wares, arts & crafts exhibitors, 
children's activities, cooking competi- 
tions, and old-fashioned contests in 
~ events such as hay-rolling, pie-eating, 
pie-baking, and canning. 

But perhaps the most popular attrac- 
tion of the festival is the annual "Parade 
of Lights"—featuring all manner of color- 
fully and creatively illuminated vehicles 
— that will kick off the festival on Friday 
evening. 

Herb Buckley, Director of the City of 
Romulus Department of Parks and Rec- 
reation, says that the festival may be 
only six years old, but ithas grown from 
roots that go back more than a century 
and a half. | 

"It began as a way to celebrate the 
end of the harvest," explained Buckley, 
who Is also a Committee volunteer. "It 
was a time for families to get together 
with alloftheirneighbors andlaborers to 
honor the hard work. each had put into 
the harvest by sharing food, each other's 
company, and music. 

“Romulus is a very family-oriented, 
hard-working community. Our Pumpkin 
Festival carries on a great tradition of 
celebrating each other, old friends, and 
new," he added. 

In keeping with this awareness of 
the importance of our past, the City of 
Romulus, the Romulus Historical Com- 
mission, and the Romulus Historical 
Society will be working together to offer 
festival-goers a preview of the beauti- 
fully restored Kingsley house in Romu- 
lus Historic Park. The historic two-story 


home was built in the mid 1800s by one 
of Romulus's original settlers. 

Over the past seven years, the house 
has gone through various restoration 
phases, including the monumental task 
of moving it from its original location at 
Five Points. 

"The mayor has written a letter to 
one of the Kingsley descendants — a 
gentleman who lives in Milford —inviting 
him to attend the preview of his ances- 
tralhome," said Lambert. "Over the two 
days of Saturday, September 21 and 
Sunday, September 22, the historic 
Kingsley house and the nearby sur- 
rounding Historic Park will host quilting 
and weaving demonstrations, a Civil 
War battle reenactment, traditional ham- 
mered-dulcimer music, andastoryteller." 

The festival will also include a highly 
anticipated performance by Romulus 
Mayor Alan R. Lambert's rock band. 

"| think my band proves you can be 
a responsible adult and still ‘rock out,” 
said the mayor, who is also the band's 
drummer. "We're not a wanna-be rock 
band. We're good." 

With a smile, he added, "At least, 
that's what our parents and our friends 
tellus. | 

"You'lljusthave to come to the Pump- 
kin Festival and judge for yourself.” 

In the long term, the hope ts to build 
the annual Pumpkin Festival into a ma- 
jor fall-season tourist attraction for the 
southeastern Michigan area. 

"Romulus is a great city and one 
that we'd like to share with people 
throughout Michigan," said Lambert. 
“The Pumpkin Festival is ideal for show- 
Casing Our city, expanding our vendor 
relationships, and highlighting the sea- 
son,’ she concluded.
